They  worked  Into  tU  wee'  suin'  hours  of  the 
ni^M;  homes  taking  as  many  as  fourteen  visit¬ 
ors  Some  delsy  was  caused  by  many  who  forgot 
to  send  In  their  nanjeh  and  a  few  homes  were 
not  filled  at  first  by)  fume  neglecting  to  notify 
the  opmmlttee  that  tnejr  had  decided  not  to  come.

Those  require  the  proper  of¬ 
ficers,  thorough  gradku.  a  musical  instrument, 
preferably  a  piano,  fjowers.  chairs,  a  record 
book  and  account  bo  >lL  blackboard,  time-piece, 
table,  separation  of  b sglnnern  and  primary,  mo¬ 
thers  should  attend,  i  superintendent  and  officers 
should  have  blue  seal  diplomas. 

Min  Traytor  spoke  <kf  the  Junior  Apartment. 
These  clasees  Are  no  '|rhildren.  ’  but  boys  and 
girls.  They  must  be  ti  light  tbe  use  of  the  Bible.

This  is  the 
period  for  memory  vdrk.  Use  the  Bible  drill, 
have  a  devotional  period  for  worship:  teach  them 
hymns:  welcome  the  >yw  ones;  remember  their 
birth  days.  A  prograt  i  pf  question  and  answers 
Is  provided  which  lool  s  a  good  deal  like  a  ritual 
Have  an  honor  roll  fc  r  those  doing  the  memory 
work,  Certain  lllustrs  od  special  songs  were  ex- 
hlblted  • 

Dr.  Maxwell  and  Mr. Lj.  K.  Wweany  spoke  of 
tbe  work  of  the  Intermediate  and  Senior  Depart¬ 
ment.  They  Insisted  that  the  superintendent 
should  be  a  consecrated  man  to  look  after  this 


period  of  adolescence,  when  there  Is  a  great 
breakage  tn  the  Sunday  School.  The  young  people 
must  now  be  led  to  Christ  and  their  social  in¬ 
stincts  must  be  satisfied.*  Tbe  teacher  must  seek 
to  strike  all  the  notes  of  Christian  teaching  and 
not  dwell  on  one  or  a  few  only.  The  assistant 
superintendent  must  look  after  the  teachers  and 
absentees,  new  comers  and  strangers.  There 
should  be  four  teachers,  two  for  boys  and  two  for 
girls.  The  equipment  should  be  complete  as  in 
other  departments.  Secretary  should  have  the  six 
point  record  book.  Treasurer  should  teach  stew¬ 
ardship.  There  should  be  social  meetings.  Halt  t 
of  the  class  time  should  be  taken  up  In  question 
and  answers;  the  officers  and  teachers  should 
have  the  blue  seal  diploma.  1 

W.  A.  Chisholm  spoke  of  the  Adult  Depart¬ 
ment.  Here  those  who  are  unsaved,  unusable 
saved  and  all  must  be  organized  for  service,  to 
do  their  whole  duty  to  man.  But  put  ten  men  to 
work  that  do  the  work  or  ten  men.  The  power  In 
organization  was  shown  In  the  story  of  the  man 
who  learned  from  attacking  a  hornet's  neat.  The 
speaker  had  gotten  help  from  the  motto,  "Suc¬ 
cess  comes  In  cans,  failure  In  can'ts." 

A  OREAT  SPEECH. 

One  of  the  greatest  speeches  we  have  heard 
for  a  long  time  was  that  of  Dr.  W.  N.  Johnson, 
Mission  Secretary  of  North  Carolina.  He  was 
hardly  well  of  'flu'',  had  not  had  a  full  night’s 
rest  for  three  days,  but  he  had  something  to 
say  and  the  sheep  looked  up  and  were  ted.  Hts 
subject  was  'The  Oospel  of  the  Kingdom  In  the 
Work  of  the  Modern  State."  He  stressed  the 
value  of  teaching,  paying  It  goes  before  preaching 
and  comes  after.  Teaching  gets  people  to  know 
what  they  didn't  know  before;  preaching  gets 
them  to  do  whst  they  hadn't  done  before.  Mis¬ 
sions  la  tbe  root  of  the  tree,  education  the  trunk 
and  social  service,  Is  the  leaves.  Baptists  have 
neglected  the  two  latte*.  You  cannot  make  men 
equal  In  the  hour  of  worship  and  prevent  tbelr 
being  equal  In  every  other  relation.  It  Is  qurs  to 
see  that  this  Kingdom  of  saved  brothers  Is  above 
every  other.  The 'League  of  Nations  Is  another 
scrap  of  paper  ubkpes  Jesus  Is  made  Lord  of 
men's  hearts.  The  whole  must  accept  Christianity 
or  go  to  pieces.  Other  religions  began  In  and  de-t 
pend  on  system;  Christianity  depends  on  regen¬ 
eration-  We  commonly  sky  people  muet  be  regen¬ 
erated  to  live  In  the  next  world;  we  are  coming 
to  see  tbey  must  be  regenerated  to  continue  to 
live  In  this  world.  The  difference  between  East 
and  West  Is  what  Christianity  has  made.  The 
gospel  for  this  world  must  be  a  gospel  that  pre¬ 
pares  for  the  next.  Other  denominations  by  mass 
formation  and  big  organisation  would  make  Jesus 
dominate  the  world.  Baptists  would  make  him 
permeate  It.

There  to'  another  aide,  however,  to  army  life 
text  |a  net  as  bright  nor  so  promising.  It  to  a 


great  revelation.  For  the  new  recruit  it  is  like 
the  child  entering  upon  public  school  Ute.  With 
all  the  advantages  there  are  the  disadvantages. 
The  revelations  ar»  surprising  and  in  some  in¬ 
stances  startling.  The  first  thing  he  observes  Is 
that  "everybody  cusgea."  And  for  the'  boy  who 
has  been  reared  In  the  atmosphere  of  a  Christian 
home  where  God's  name  was  held  In  reverence  this 
bringi  to  the  fore  hi*  first  great  problem,  namely: 
"What  attitude  shall  I  take  in  regard  to  swear¬ 
ing?  Shall  I  remain  true  to  the  Ideals  of  mother 
and  father  and  he  'lonesome,*  or  shall  1  be  with 
the  boys?"  Now  these  questions  are  not  so  easily 
answered  as  asked.  But  we  hare  found  some  to 
remain  true  to  their  Ideals  to  whom  we  feel  like 
taking  off  our  hats,  for  It  takes  more  courage  to 
meet  the  enemy  of  pfrofianlty  In  the  barracks  than 
It  does  to  meet  the  floche  In  No  Man’s  Land.  The 
other  revelation  Is  the  prevalence  of  gambling. 
Do  what  we  will  It  {still  goes  on  more  or  less  In 
every  organisation.  We  discourage  it,  and  all 
that,  but  the  mother's  son  who  does  not  engage 
In  it  has  often  to  sit  And  endure  It  or  arise  and 
go  to  the  *‘Y*’  where  se  can  read  and  write  and 
find  a  refuge  and  a  little  atmosphere  to  help  him 
on  to  God.  Therein  lies  the  great  value  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  France  And  also  In  the  cantonments 
in  the  States.  The  third  revelation  that  the 
young  soldier  is  struck  with,  Is  that  "everybody" 
has  fallen  In  love  with  him — and  especially  the 
fair  sex.  He  sings  with  gusto  that  song  which 
has  come  out  during  this  war:  "They  go  wild, 
simply  wild,  over  trie."  (I  hear  one  whistling  It 
now.)  In  some  this  Is  a  real  love — a  holy  lose — 
for  “our  boys".  Ajnd  It  1b  that  variety  of  love 
that  has  bound  our  boys  to  home  and  country  aa 
nothing  else  has.  -  i  They  know  that  there  to  a 
bridge  of  love  extending  across  the  sea  which 
nothing  can  sever.  Yet,  there  Is  a  second  variety 
of  "love"  that  proves  to  be  merely  Interest.  This 
variety  la  found  under  the  lapel  jot  the  coat  of 
profiteer.  And  still  there  remains  a  third  brand, 
that  which  can  be  seen  In  the  corner  of  the  eye  of 
the  "camp  follower.” 

Lest  I  make  my  “remarks"  too  long  to  be  read, 
I  shall  refer  briefly  to  the  religious  Ufe  In  tne 
army  In  closing.  In  the  first  place.  I  shall  say 
that  the  putting  on  of  a  uniform  does  not  change 
the  nature  of  man.  He  is  no  less  a  sinner  nor  any 
more  a  saint  by  so  doing,  and  from  my  Impression 
he  does  not  appreciate  one  coming  along  putting 
wings  on  him  nor  does  he  care  much  for  the  easy¬ 
going  religionist  who  comes  along  and  tries  to 
sugarcoat  the  truth  and  dodge  the  fundamental 
issues  of  life.  Thei  soldier  may  be  vile  in  speech 
and  Immoral  In  living  but  he  expects  the  man  In 
the  pulpit  to  be  honest  with  him.  He  has  a  sense 
of  Justice  and  listens  with  Impatience  to  the 
speaker  who  is  afraid  to  meet  him  '  “on  the 
square"  In  the  sphere  of  spiritual  things.  He 
knows  when  it  is  "the  real  stuff”  and  has  been 
seen  to  sit  or  stand  longer  and  listen  with  greater 
eagerness  to  the  man  who  had  a  burning  message 
full  of  the  meat  of:  the  gospel  (Sin,  Repentance, 
Shed  Blood,  etc.)  than  to  the  man  who  persistent¬ 
ly  pressed  the  soft  pedal.  There  Is  a  process  every 
man  haa  to  go  through  here  st  the  Embarkation 
Camps  before  he  can  go  back  to  America  And 
the  ones  at  the  "bar  oi  Justice"  are  very  severe  In 
their  Judgments.  One  must  be  adjudged  "fit" 
to  go  back  home.  It  is  called  the  “detouring  pro¬ 
cess."  This  same  principle  may  be  used  with 
'  telling  effect  with  the  men  who  go  “through  the 
mills."  as  they  call  It,  In  presenting  the  conditions 
of  becoming  “lit  for  heaven."  They  get  point,  too. 

As  you  will  note  by  the  heading  of  the  letter, 
I  am  at  present  on  duty  at  Headquarters,  Base  Sec¬ 
tion  No.  2,  as  Base,  School  Officer.  This  school 
proposition  has  developed  Into  a  tremendous  move- 
nient,  ranging  f(pm  classes  for  illiterates  In  the 
Individual  companies  to  post-graduate  courses  lu 
the  leading  Universities  of  Europe,  and  ramifying

THE  PRAYER  MEETING — WHAT  IT  IS  No4  * 
(N.  H.  Parker.) 

Of  the  problems  that  confront  our  churches  to¬ 
day  the  one  that  seems  to  me  to  be  the  most  often 
mentioned  and  the  on*  the  answer  to  which  Is  most 
widely  sought  for  U  that  of  the  prayer  meeting. 
The  dead  prayer  mooting.  How  many  of  our 
pastors  are  calling  out,  “How  can  I  make  my 
prayer  meeting*  a  success?"  Do  you  recall  the 
record  on  the  occasion  on  which  the  Israelites  hav¬ 
ing  been  inglorious! yj  defeated  by  the  Philistine* 
ostentatiously  asked,!  "Wherefore  hath  the  Lord 
smltl.’D  us  this  day  before  the  Philistines?*’  "Oh 
yes,*'  says  the  dead  prayer  meeting  preacher,  "Qod 
smote  them  because  their  tents  were  right  then 
full  of  Idols.  Had  they  stopped  to  think,  they 
would  have  known  why  they  were  defeated.”  Th* 
answer  to  the  question  In  hand  Is  equally  as  up 
parent. 

If  a  prayer  meet  In*  1«  dead  It  is  because  It  ha* 
been  killed  by  something  or  somebody.  It  did  not 
“Just  die,"  and  It  is  a  certalnlty  that  God  did  not 
kill  It  Neither  does  it  have  to  be  non-extotsnt  In 
order  that  we  may  know  that  It  to  dead.  Corpses 
exist  Even  if  there  be  seventy-five,  a  hundred, 
or  even  five  hundred  in  regular  attendance  It  does 
not  follow  that  that  meeting  Is  necessarily  a  sup- 
cess;  yet  It  ma^y  be  a  {red  hot,  living  success  where 
there  are  no /(uore  than  “two  or  three  gathered  to- 
gether."  These  things  go  without  saying.  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  dead  prayer  meeting  was 
killed  by  being  made  anything  and  everything 
else  but  a  prayer  meeting.  Hence  the  subject 
of  this  article. 

The  prayer  service  Is  no  place  for  a  mid-week 
sermon.  it  Is  passing  strange  that  so  many  of  our 
preachers  who  pride  themselves  on  the  manner  In 
which  they  can  explain  the  meanings  and  uses  of 
"metonoia."  “teknon.'j  “pgracletos,"  etc.,  seem  M> 
thoroughly  Incapable  of  understanding  that 
p-ray-e-r  meeting  spells  PRAYER  meeting  and 
nothing  else  under  the  snn.  If  the  purpose  to 
to  be  changed  let  the  name  be  changed  also.  Qod 
loves  preaching,  I  am  sure,  but  It  la  not  reason¬ 
able  to  think  that  He  can  be  very  proud  of  a  ser¬ 
mon  that  stands  as  a  usurper  In  the  stead  of  ah 
hour  of  deep,  consecrated,  heart  searching  prayer 
by  a  band  of  bis  children  gathered  together  fdr 
that  purpose.  With  few  exceptions  such  a  dip- 
located  sermon  must  be  cold.  It  could  hardly 
be  otherwise.  One  (hlng  more  powerful  than  A  * 
sermon  In  a  man's  mouth  Is  a  prayer  In  his  heart 
Oh  the  Joy,  the  strength,  and  courage  that  come  of 
an  hour  spent  In  the  divinely  sublime  atmosphere 
of  prayer.  Just  talking  to  Ood  with  the  window 
of  the  soul  opening  right  Into  the  windows  of 
heaven.  Then,  oh,  the  disappointment  of  ths 
hungry  heart  that  goes  out  to  God's  house  for  ths 
purpose  of  pouring  itself  out  to  Him  In  concert'  d 
prayer  with  others  but  Is  greeted  with  a  perfunct¬ 
ory  discourse  that  puts  ths  senior  deacon  to  sleep 
and  leaves  room  and  atmosphere  for  only  two  or 
three  equally  as  perfnnrt  prayers  that  remind  one 
much  of  the  rattling  of  a  dry  seed  gourd.  “If  thy 
son  ask  bread  wilt  thou  give  him  a  stoner*  If 
the  prayer  meeting  at  Mery's  house  during  the  im- 
prlsonmftit  of  Peter  h*d  been  changed  Into  a  nine 
other  kind  of  a  meeting  and  merely  opened  and 
closed  with  prayer,  how  many  prison  doors  do  you 
think  would  have  been  flung  open  that  night? 
Such  a  program,  much  less  the  pulling  off  of  some 
other  kind  of  speech,  Is  as  much  out  of  place  at 
the  mid-week  prayer  servloe  aa  a  tissue  paper  cos¬ 
tume  is  In  a  rain  storm.  Yea,  it  flu  a  prayer 
hungry  soul  about  aa  pomfortably  aa  a  woolen  un¬ 
dershirt  fits  a  seven  year  itch  patient  in  August 
Can  you  be  surprised  at  failure  under  such  cir¬ 
cumstance*. 

Neither  la  It  the  preacher'i  meeting  alone.  The 
preacher  that  tries  to  Uka  It  all  for  himself  will 
soon  find  that  there  Is  no  one  disputing  his  rlghti 
He  will  bare  It  all  to  blmpelf.  The  members  of 
the  church  will  be  In  the  background  and  getting 
further  fast  Olve  me  the  old  custom  of  having 
the  deacons  and  other  laymen  conduct  the  service, 
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si  and  know  that  It  la  churches  (or  the  m^n  that  has  given  his  life  to 
it  would  not  impress  the  youth  of  our  country 
that  this  Is  true.  A.  provision  which  procures  the 
comfort  of  the  minister,  when  his  strength  has 
been  spent  and  his  jllfe  is  worn  out,  and  secures 
it  on  a  basis  of  selfirespect,  will  do  more  to  con¬ 
vince  the  rising  generation  of  its  dignity  and  im¬ 
portance  than  many  books  written  to  establish 
Its  greatness.  Should  it  not  be  regarded  as  one 
of  our  first  duties  \  to  place  the  ministry  upon 
such  a  basis,  not  in  jsords,  but  in  sustantial  facts, 
so  that  we  can  say  lo  every  youth  looking  for  a 
place  in  which  to  (hvest  his  life:  "Here  is  a 
task  which  is  abovej  every  other  task  of  life.  If 
God  will  let  you  entajr  it,  we  will  see  to  it  that  all 
your  time  and  energy  may  bo  spent  for  HU  king¬ 
dom,  and  not  in  anxious  solicitation  concerning 
the  years  ahead.” 

There  is  another  Word  to  be  said.  The  minis¬ 
ter  must  think  of  hi*  fire-side  and  the  dear  faces 
that  gather  around  lit  It  is  well  enough  to  say 
that  the  woman  who  would  choose  to  walk  the 
long  trail  with  the  minister,  must  be  willing  *to 
suffer  with  him  to  Oie  end,  if  need  be.  Yet,  no 
man  is  worthy  to  be  *  minister,  an  example  to  his 
people,  or  the  husbadd  of  a  noble  woman,  who  is 
willing  to  see  her  suffer.  And  in  many  a  young 
man's  heart  there  la  a  struggle  there,  and  a. bit 
of  the  heroic  that  is,  of  ten  overlooked. 

In  these  days  the  tasks  of  the  world  are  very 
alluring  for  money  making.  Have  we  any  right 
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with  prayer.  If  they 
iproval,  may  they  never 
help  us  to  correct  this

At  the  request  of  a  group  of  business  men  In 
Hattiesburg  the  Education  Commission  met  at 
the  Woman's  College  Friday.  March  the  2 1st 
The  cltixens  of  Hattiesburg  proposed  to  raise 
*50,000  in  their  city  for  the  Woman's  College 
provided  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  would  raise 
$150,000.  What  is  to  be  done  with  the  money? 
Sufficient  dormitory  boom  will  be  provided  for 
two  hundred  more  girls  by  next  session.  These 
rooms  are  second  to  bone  ■  in  the  state.  We  ex¬ 
pect  to  have  500  girls  in  this  school  next  session. 

The  people  of  Hattiwburg  are  the  most  enthus¬ 
iastic  I  have  known.  They  treated  us  royally.  Be¬ 
sides,  they  asked  for  only  two  weeks  in  which 
to  raise  the  *50,000.  They  will  put  It  up  In  cash. 

Did  you  ever  see  so  many  good  things  coming 
to  our  schools?  But  it  ptill  remains  that  the  larg¬ 
est  contributor!  to  opr  denominational  schools 
are  members  of  the  Methodist  church.  If  the 
Lord  will  move  upon,  the  hearts  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  so  that  they  'krill  be  as  liberal  towards 
Baptist  schools  as  Methodists  are,  we  can  provide 
for  five  thousand  stud|ents  In  Mississippi  In  fire 
years.

Dr.  Christian  was  given  fifteen  minutes  to  tell 
of  conditions  at  tbe  Woman's  College  which  has 
Just  lost  a  dormitory  by  fire,  necessitating  some 
provision  to  be  made  for  over  100  girls.  Already 
128  bad  been  turned  away  this  year  for  lack 
of  room. 

Dr.  W.  N.  Johnson  made  another  great  addreaa 
following  up  the  idea  la  the  previous  one  of  the 
kingdom  at  work  In  the  modern  state.  He  said 
the  Kingdom  of  God  la  the  greatest  Idea  that 
ever  entered  the  mind  of  man.  It  Is  a  kingdom  of 
saved  brothers.  Democracy  Is  the  passion  for 
equality  among  men.  fFhe  Baptist  method  of 
spreading  the  kingdom  Is  by  men  and  women. 
With  us  the  person  Is  first  and  the  Institution  Is 
second.  With  others  It  Is  reversed.  We  use  In¬ 
stitutions  to  make  men,  and  not  vice  versa.  An 
Institution  can’t  do  anything.  A  family  can't  milk 
a  cow.  Institutions  must  only  place  men  where 
they  can  do  the  Lord's  Work.  The  difference  be¬ 
tween  state  and  church:  The  church  works  on 
tbe  voluntary  principle,  the  state  by  force.  The 
state  registers  the  progress  of  society  to  date. 
The  church  marks  the  Way  for  the  future.  One 
la  force  the  other  Is  lovg.  The  underlying  reality 
of  civilization  is  the  spirit.  The  church  Is  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  moral  foundation  for  public  education. 
The  state  may  teach  men  wbat  is  right,  but  It  can¬ 
not  put  In  them  the  power  to  do  right.  We  must 
Christianize  democracy  and  democratize  Chris¬ 
tianity. 

DR.  W.  B.  RILEY. 

gave  the  closing  message  of  the  evening  keeping 
crowd  unbroken  till  a  late  hour  of  the  night,  aa 
he  spoke  of  "Some  Secrets  of  Spiritual  Progress."

He  said  the  old  pro¬ 
phets  were  up  to  date  preachers  and  the  message 
of  Danlfl  is  having  present  day  fulfillment.  He 
came  out  strong  In  faith  that  the  Bible  Is  a  divine 
revelation  and  It  was  evident  before  he  finished 
that  he  had  very  decided  premillenlal  views.  He 
doubtless  awakened  In  many  preachers  the  pur¬ 
pose  to  study  prophecy,  for  there  was  no  sub¬ 
ject  on  the  program  that  kept  tbe  people  more 
alive.

20  criticised  the  work 

The  testimony,  he  said,  came  from  the  general 
tun  of  men  and  not  from  selected  persons.  All 
bad  seen  foreign  servlae  and  a  goodly  proportion 
had  been  In  nearly  every  sector  from  the  Belgian 
coast  to  Verdun. 

“The  general  conclusion,"  said  Dr.  Mullins,  “is

five  ten  percent  def'clent”
